Evenis Nenar sud Across the County Liucs.

The commissioners of Chester county
bave awarded the contract lor building
the new bridge over the railroads on Gay
street, [D’Lecnixville, which will cost
$46,000.

At the farm of Alexander Ewing, in
Little DBritain township, a maliznact
disease suddenly attacked the hogs a few
Jdays ago and six of them died ia a short
time. The pigs dJdid not show sickness
moro than an hour two before death,

The leading business men of Norris
town have sigued an agreement that they
will no longer reccive trade dollars at pa-;

disporse of them at that rate.

The annuai campmeeting at Stoverdale,
two miles south of Hummelstown, held
under the anspices of the United Brethron
church, and which is always largely at
tew!led, will begin on Thursday, Au_ns
14, and will continue ten days.

The West Pikeland Chester county,
creamery, during the month of June, ri-
ceived on an average 14,000 pouuds of
milk per day, for which they paid 2ie'n's
per quart. They averaged abousr 450
p(mu:}n of butter per day, and made abou:
22 cheeses, weighing from 28 to 45 pounds
each, per day.

Edward Schuldt, a son of Frederick
Schuidt, of Reading, and a brother of the
yeung man, Frederick Schuldt, who
hanged himself in a cell at the station
house on Saturday evening, was arrested
last evening at tho instance of bis father,
for threateving his lifo—the samo charge
for which his brother was uunder arrest
when he took his own lile.

BHALLFOX.

Meeting 1o the Commissionars’ Ofioe.

This morning at 10 o’clock the members
of the board of health, the sanitary com
mittee of councils and a number of infla-
ential citizens met the county commis-
sioners in their cffice in the court house to
confer as to what is best to be dove to
crush out the smallpox which has recently
obtained a foothold in our city.

H. R. Fulton esq., vn beball of the
board of health luid before the commis
sloners the proccedings of the meeting beld
in common council chamber, Monday
evening, and said that more stringent
measures than apy yet taken were neces.
sary to stamp out the disease. He urged
upon the commissioners the pecessity of
erecting with all pussible dispatch. a hos
pital in which to treat infectious and eon-
tagivus diseases. In accordance with a
request made by the commissioners at a
tormer conference the board of health and
the sanitary committce had had prepared
the plan of a hospital which could be
erccted at an estimated cost of £4,900. The
plan was made gratuitously by Mr. Diok-
leberg, from suggestions wade by the
board of health the ravitary committee
and several physicians. It contemplates a
brick structure 70 feet long, 30 feet
wide and two stories in  height.
The basement cousists of a kitchen with a
cellar on (i her side of it, Thke first floor
is divided into nine roomson one side, and
four larger ores, for convalescents, on the
other, Toe see,nd s'ory is laid en the
eame plan. KEach room has a window and
the whole building is well-ventilated. The
partitions betwetn the several rooms are
only high enough to prevent patients in
one room, or stalf, from seeing patieuts in
the others. Plaio but comfortable furni
ture would be needed, and the hospital
could be used not only for poor people, but
for others who would rather go to it and
pay for their board and medical attendance
than have the disocase in their owa homes.

Commissioner Hildebrandt did not ba-
lieve that the building described couid be
built and made fit for patients in thirty
days, nor did he believe that any buag
paupers would go into it if it were built.
He did not think it the duty of the county
commirsioners to baild a hespital fir
city patients. The eity authorities should
provide for their own sick.

Mr. John Hager reminded Mr. Hilde-
brandt that the plan of the hospital, as
propised, was drawn at the request of the
coun'y commissioners, after consultation
with them. It was approved of by the
board of health, the sanitary committee
and leading physicians. It was the best
they could offer, but if the commissioners
could offer anything better, the citizens
would ba all the better satisfied.

Mayor MacGonigle said the pecessity of
a hospital for smallpox at the present time
must be patent Lo all, and it ought to be
built by the county. Thecity is a part cf
the county and pays 14 per cemt. of tho
county taxes. The city has been doing all
that was thouzht necessary to be done,
aud they piopose v put up a temporary
hospital to accommodate patients until
the permaonent oue can be erected.

Mr. Hildebrandt thought that if a tempo
rary hospital was got up nothiog more
will be necessary, as the smallpox will
hava been rooted out before the perma-
vent one can bo linished.

George Nauman sail there can be no
doubt of the necessity of a hospital at
once, If the disease is nol speedily
stamped out we may have an epidemic
such n= devastated Wilmington, Bethle-
hem and Baltimore.

Commissioner Bummy asked whether
the county commissioners, if they built a
hospital as proposed, would not be person-
aily liabla for its cost, provided the grand
jury did not sanction their action.

Mr. Nauwan said they would ; but that
no grand jury would under the circuin
- tances, fail to sustain the commissioners
in an vmergency such as has ariseu,

Mr. [Fulton concarred in what Mr.,
Nauman said and added thas the judge of
the court had said that he would favorably
mention the matter in his charge to the
grand jury.

Commisiioner Myers said that he was
eutirely willing to shoulder his part of
the respousibility and would vote for the
arection of the proposed hospital.

Mr. Hildebraudt thought that if an ad-
ditional bnilding was necessary a frame
one might be put up at once for §500 or
£1,000. o was opposed to running the
county unnecessarily into debt,

Commissioner Myers offered a resolution
to the ¢ flect that the board of county com-
missioners at once advertise for proposals
to ere:t a building on the plan and specifi-
cations of Mr. Dinkleberg, to be finished
in 30 days and that the bids be opened on
Fr.day next

Commissioner 1Lid drandt said he was
not ready to vot2 on that resolution while
th: crowd was present, unless it was pree
posed that they should have a voto in the
matter.

The Hospixal We Need.
New Era.

The necessity for a suitable hospital for
the reception of patients attacked with con-
tagious diseases is not a debatable ques-
tion. The man who doubts it at this time,
viewing it from a local standpoint,is either
an igonorant clam or one who values his
pennies above the public health and the
safety of his own family. There is an
hounest difference of opinion as to what
kind of structure it should bs and where
located. Three propositions have been
discussed. One is to use the old ecity
mill, the other 5t. Joseph's Lospital,
and the third to erect a brick or stone
structure on the county farm. We are
uot in favor of any of these plaus. While
they would be unnecessarily expensive,
none of them would be as well adapted to
their intended uses as a frame structure
that could be easily erected at a cost of
a few hundred dollars. Instead of wasting
mouney oa a costly building, a cheap ove
will give us far better resufts. For once
utility and cheapness go hand iu hand.
